struggle did Hot conclude until' after 
eleven o'clock. 

In addition to visiting tbe people, 
Adjutant Walker set apart a curtain 
time every Friday evening to meet In 
the Hall any who needed counsel or 
help. Many took advantage of tills, 
and not a few problema were solved 
and poBBlblo duUcuHics averted. Each 
person who attended was prayed with. 

A stoker from British Gutana ap- 
proached thn Adjutant in dcap dis- 
tress, lie was on bin way to America, 
but had been robbed of his clothes 
'Ad money, and was stranded. He waa 
prayed with and led to Gad, and holp- 
;d to secure employment in tho town. 
Becoming a SoidEcr, ho later volun- 
teered {or Office rshlp. 

At the Adjutnnt'sdast Meeting be- 
fore leaving for London, the Hall 
was packed to suffocation, and one of 
the leading men (ti tho town knelt at 
the penitent-form. 

Surprised, yet delighted, the Adju- 
, tant asked, *Do you realize what you 
have dene?' To which ho replied, 'Ye*, 
I; "am determined to put off doing 
wrong api get saved,' He attended 
tho Hooting next night and testified.

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Many countries, Including Canada,, 
New Zealand, France, Norway and 
Chill, have placed food stores on 
islands whoro destitute crewa may 
land, and the suggestion is made by 
"Tlio Chronicle" that the various msrl 
time nations might frame an Interna- 
tional agreement regarding this work. 

In 1900 the whaling schooner Cath- 
erine was wrecked on tho Crozot Is- 
lands In the Indian Ocean, and tho 
«ew lived on tho food stored at one 
of the depots by the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment. According to "The Cbronl- 
do": 

Depots nave been established by the 
French Government on Amsterdam 
St. Paul, and the Korguefon Islands. 
They sent out a warship for tho pur- 
pose^ and In one case placed tha food 
stores In a cave, clotting the entrance 
with stones, 

The New Zealand authorities are 
very generous, Indicating depots by 
signs, and ptittEng In food, medicines, 
clothing, and tools. Because sen) 
poachers plundered them, pcrnmncti! 
watchers are stationed at the stores. 

Other shelters for men In distress 
are erected on Vancouver Island, and 
on fbat Sl&s&iu; eaade fiearjitelftad.
